In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action 
mailed April 7, 2006, Applicant hereby provisionally elect the claims of species I (claims 
21-29) for continued examination with traverse. 

Applicants election is made with traverse. As explained in the Election 
Requirement, "upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to 
consideration of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or 
otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim." Applicant submits 
that at least claim 21 is a generic claim in that all of the other claims include all the 
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limitations of claim 21. Thus, upon allowance of claim 21, each of the other claims in 
the application must be considered. 

Therefore, Applicant disagrees with the Election Requirement's position that 
species II (claims 30-40), III (claims 41-52), and IV (claims 53-59) are directed to distinct 
inventions based on the reasoning provided in the Election Requirement. 

An action on the merits of all the pending claims and a Notice of Allowance 
thereof are respectfully requested.
